We started a suspended coffee scheme, it's an inter¬ 
national idea where you buy a coffee and buy one for 
someone else who can't afford one. We keep a record 
of it on a board. Our customers have taken it further 
and bought food as well, which we will pass on to the 
Lord's Larder and liaise with Forefront Community 
Centre. It's not just the homeless that deserve a treat, 
any one of us could find ourselves down on luck at 
sometime. 

WHAT do you think of the Town Team? 

I would like to give them a big high five for what they 
did with the Christmas lights night, I think they were 
pretty awesome. We need more events, like a summer 
concert or the Women in Music that used to happen 
years ago and involved a number of venues through¬ 
out the town.

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Prince's Countryside Fund to support 
Somerset's flooded communities 


HIS Royal Highness The 
Prince of Wales attended 
a reception at Stoke St 
Gregory village hall this 
week to meet some of the 
organisations providing 
support to the region fol¬ 
lowing weeks of endless 
flooding in Somerset. 

He has been hearing 
first-hand the plight of 
rural communities who 
are struggling with se¬ 
vere flooding as a result 
of the wettest January 
since records began. 

In response The 
Prince’s Countryside 
Fund has announced it 
will donate £50,000 from 
its emergency fund to 
help farmers and rural 
communities in Somer¬ 
set. 

The Duke of Westmin¬ 
ster has generously con¬ 
firmed he will personally 
match the funding and 
donate an additional 
£50,000 taking the total 
available to £100,000. 

The Prince’s Country¬ 
side Fund has allocated 
£25,000 of the emer¬ 


gency funding to The 
Farming Help Partner¬ 
ship (The Royal Agricul¬ 
tural Benevolent 

Institution (RABI), Farm 
Community Network 
(FCN) and the Addington 
Fund), a further £25,000 
has been given to Somer¬ 
set Community Founda¬ 
tion. 

Victoria Elms from The 
Prince’s Countryside 
Fund said: “Rural com¬ 
munities in the South¬ 
west are facing a second 
consecutive year of 
flooding. The Prince’s 
Countryside Fund exists 
to support the people 
who live and work in the 
countryside and we hope 
this financial aid will go 
some way to supporting 
the farmers, businesses 
and fa mili es who are fac¬ 
ing severe hardships as a 
result of the flooding. 

“Rural businesses are 
key to thriving communi¬ 
ties and we want to help 
get hard hit villages back 
on their feet and open for 
business.” 


Somerset Community 
Foundation will use the 
funding to provide emer¬ 
gency relief grants to 
small businesses and in¬ 
dividuals affected by the 
flooding. It is hoped this 
funding will help them 
meet the immediate fi¬ 
nancial burdens of emer¬ 
gency repairs as well as 
helping to compensate 
for loss of income, dam¬ 
age of shop stock and the 
increased petrol costs of 
simply getting the chil¬ 
dren to school on ex¬ 
tended daily commutes. 

The Farming Help 
Charities will distribute 
the money between them 
according to need. They 
are all aware that the total 
costs of the severe 
weather are yet to be 
counted. 

Paul Burrows, Chief 
Executive, RABI said: 
“We’re anticipating more 
requests from the farm¬ 
ing community in the 
coming months as the 
full impact of the flood¬ 
ing has not been realised. 


“Flooding causes huge 
devastation on property, 
land and the morale of 
communities, and once 
flood waters recede and 
the media attention 
wanes, people still need 
help to recover.” 

The Prince’s Country¬ 
side Fund, was founded 
by HRH The Prince of 
Wales, who has a long- 
held commitment to sup¬ 
porting Britain’s hard 
pressed rural areas. It 
was set up by Business in 
the Community in July 
2010 and so far it has 
given more than £3.8 


million in grants distrib¬ 
uted to over 85 projects 
across the country, di¬ 
rectly benefitting 64,000 
people. 

Projects that have been 
funded range from ap¬ 
prenticeships for budding 
hill farmers, training for 
young people to gain em¬ 
ployment in the rural 
economy, community 
transport schemes in iso¬ 
lated rural areas and proj¬ 
ects to educate school 
children about where 
their food comes from 
and why the countryside 
matters.

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HAVING recently visited South West Coaches, I was 
met with a warm welcome at a privately owned, fam¬ 
ily run company. Upon entering reception I learnt that 
they run a number of excellent value holidays to a va¬ 
riety of different places, as well as many short breaks 
and day trips. 

The business is owned by Mr and Mrs Alan Graham, 
who operate from three locations: Lufton Business 
Park in Yeovil, Southgate Road in Wincanton and 
Tradecroft Industrial Estate on the Isle of Portland. 

In 1987 Mr & Mrs Graham went into business buying 
a third of a company called A. G. Hulbert and Son. 
A.G. Hulbert and Son operated from Victoria Road, 
Yeovil and successfully ran a fleet of around 14 
minibuses which ranged from 8 seats to 24 seats.The 
vehicles were used to transport children and adults 
to various schools in and around Yeovil, they also spe¬ 
cialised in PHAB transportation (Physically Handi¬ 
capped Able Bodied).

In 2000 a local company called Wakes Services came 
on the market. This company was based in Wincanton 
which posed a different set of challenges. Knowing 
that the operation in Yeovil was becoming larger Mr 
Graham decided to merge A.G. Hulbert & Son with 
Wakes Services thus creating South West Coaches Ltd. 
The company was now providing minibus transport,

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Inquiry cancelled at last minute 


A PUBLIC inquiry due to take place on a controver¬ 
sial planning application this week, was cancelled 
at the last minute. 

The appeal by David Wilson Homes for the de¬ 
velopment of up to 110 residential dwellings, to¬ 
gether, with a formation of a new access and 
related works, was due to have been heard by the 
planning inspector at the Guildhall on Tuesday 
morning (February 4th). 

The Planning Inspectorate informed South Som¬ 


erset District Council of the postponement last Fri¬ 
day, giving them little time to inform the public of 
the change. A new date for the public inquiry will 
be issued in due course. 

The proposed development to the east of Crim- 
chard was already rejected by the South Somerset 
District Council Area West Committee in August 
2013 as being an unnecessary "urban sprawl" on 
agricultural land in the wrong area, which would 
put the town out of balance.

Dog Watch patrols Henhayes 


A GROUP of concerned dog walkers, keen to keep the 
privilege to exercise their pets on the Henhayes recre¬ 
ation ground in Crewkerne, have volunteered to be¬ 
come Dog Watch wardens. 

The initiative was suggested as a potential solution 
by the town council after a public meeting on the sub¬ 
ject, where sports players and dog walkers clashed 
over views on whether canines should be permanently 
banned from the field on health and safety grounds. 

The walkers pointed out that it was a vital amenity 
for the older population with canine companions, as 
walking the more rugged footpaths through the fields 
was not an option, while members of sports clubs ar¬ 
gued they did not want to see dog’s mess on the field. 

As a solution, the Dog Watch volunteers will take 
turns to patrol the recreation ground and look out for 


those who are not picking up after their pets. They will 
be armed with cards to hand out to all dog walkers, 
stressing the importance of picking up dog mess and 
keeping their dogs under control if they are to be al¬ 
lowed continued access to the facility. 

The reverse of the card lists official information 
from South Somerset District Council on how to con¬ 
tact the enforcement officer should they see anyone 
allowing their dog to foul and not cleaning up. 

The hope is that this will acts a a deterrent and the 
minority of dog owners who are not being responsible 
will think again, and that regular users of the field will 
be prepared to report any offenders they witness. 

• If you fail to pick up after your dog you are liable 
to a fixed penalty fee of £80 or up to £1,000 if you are 
convicted. 


Community support group for 
those suffering with dementia 



WITH government cut¬ 
backs on healthcare encour¬ 
aging more care in the 
community projects, the 
Henhayes Community Cen¬ 
tre in Crewkerne has been 
offering a support group for 
dementia sufferers and their 
carers, which is currently 
undersubscribed. 

Trustees Maureen Spin¬ 
ney and Tim Udall are con¬ 
cerned that there must be 
carers within the local com¬ 
munity who are isolated and 
trying to cope alone, un¬ 
aware of the support and 
help they could receive at 
the weekly group meetings. 

The centre holds a Mon¬ 
day Memory group, de¬ 
signed for a maximum of 
10 members so as not to be 
intimidating, where people 
with dementia can enjoy ac¬ 
tivities to stimulate them, 
such as reminiscent conver¬ 
sations, balloon football, 
boccia, painting and even 
using a computer. 

Carers can have a break 
and get advice on benefits 
and other services available 
to them while their loved 
one is also enjoying a 
change of scenery. 

Door-to-door transport is 
available via the commu¬ 
nity voluntary transport bus 
and there is the option of 
staying for lunch. 

Mrs Spinney, herself a re¬ 
tired professional carer, has 


been running the group but 
wants to take a step back. 
The centre’s trustees have 
now obtained initial fund¬ 
ing for a year, from Somer¬ 
set Community 

Foundation, and a further 
grant from the county coun¬ 
cillor’s health and wellbe¬ 
ing budget last year, so they 
are in a position to be look¬ 
ing for a project co-ordina- 
tor and activity worker to 
run the group. 

Mrs Spinney said a large 
part of coping with demen¬ 
tia, both for the sufferer and 
their carer, is depression, so 
getting out of the house for 
just a couple of hours each 
week could make a huge 
difference. 


Mr Udall added that the 
trustees felt it was impor¬ 
tant to offer this kind of 
service in a non-medical 
environment, the aim being 
to support carer so those 
with dementia can stay in 
their own homes longer. 

Because the centre is a 
charity, service users are 
charged a nominal fee of £2 
because, ultimately, the 
group does have to become 
self-financing. 

Monday Memory Group 
activity sessions run every 
week from 10am to 12noon 
with the option to stay until 
1.30pm for lunch. 

In addition, the centre 
runs a Tuesday group 
which is for all over 70s 


who are vulnerable or iso¬ 
lated. which has even more 
activities such as crafts, 
flexercise and quizzes, and 
is a well-subscribed group. 
Those in the early stages of 
dementia could also attend 
this group. 

Mrs Spinney said they 
wanted a focus for the 
group, something familiar 
every week, and asked 
members what they remem¬ 
bered most. They all said a 
fireplace so Janet Potter of 
the local U3A painted them 
one. A bookcase and televi¬ 
sion were also added and, 
together with a real stan¬ 
dard lamp, there is a cosy 
corner set up in the meeting 
room every week.

The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the em¬ 
peror of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius issued this de¬ 
cree because he thought that married men made 
bad soldiers since they were reluctant to be torn 
away from their families in the case of war. Claudius 
had also outlawed Christianity in this time period 
because he wished to be praised as the one 
supreme god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was 
the bishop of Interamna during this period of op¬ 
pression. Valentine thought that the decrees of 
Rome were wrong. He believed that people should 
be free to love God and to marry. Valentine invited 
the young couples of the area to come to him. When 
they came, Valentine secretly performed services of 
matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was brought 
before the emperor. The emperor saw that Valentine 
had conviction and drive that was unsurpassed 
among his men. Claudius tried and tried to per¬ 
suade Valentine to leave Christianity, serve the 
Roman empire and the Roman gods. In exchange, 
Claudius would pardon him and make him one of 
his allies. St.Valentine held to his faith and did not 
renounce Christ. Because of this, the emperor sen¬ 
tenced him to a three-part execution. First, Valen¬ 
tine would be beaten, then stoned, and then finally, 
decapitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 270 
A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be car¬ 
ried out, Valentine fell in love with the jailer's daugh¬ 


ter, the blind Asterius. During the course of Valen¬ 
tine's prison stay, a miracle occurred and Asterius re¬ 
gained her sight. Valentine sent her a final farewell 
note. He signed his last note, "From Your Valentine." 
Even today, this message remains as the motto for 
our Valentine's Day celebrations.

He said he though the coming together was 
brilliant news, which would strengthen both 
the infants and pre-school. 

He added: “South Petherton is a big village 
and deserves an outstanding infants and pre¬ 
school and I think parents want to see more 
of the join up continuum in education. It is 
good for young people to have more conti¬ 
nuity.” 

Mrs Farley said: “We were really pleased 
David Laws could come today. Although we 
took over in April last year, we have new 
staff and this seemed like a good point to 
launch the whole thing. 

“The link between the two schools is really 
powerful and it’s really important we have 
exceptional transition.” 

Since taking over the management, South 
Petherton Infants Pre-School has been 
graded “good” by Ofsted. 

The pre-school takes children from age two 


and offers 15hours free childcare to three 
andfour-year-olds and for funded two-year- 
olds. The pre-school children enjoy visits to 
residential homes and local church events. 

During last summer many improvements 


were made to the pre-school building. The 
focus will now be to make the outdoor space 
more inviting to the children. A start has been 
made with the installation of an outdoor 
learning room. 


THE announcement that AgustaWest-

Mk.l Attack Helicopter fleet with 
comprehensive support and mainte¬ 
nance services for five years. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, Leader of 
South Somerset District Council said: 


“This order, and the Norwegian deal 
announced before Christmas, are 
hugely significant and vitally impor¬ 
tant for AugustaWestland as a com¬ 
pany. However, it goes well beyond 
that for the people of south Somerset 
and the employment catchment area 
for the company and those businesses 
in the supply chain - be that account¬ 
ants or local engineering companies. 

“These orders provide security of 
employment and continuity for so 
many businesses across the district and 
that breeds confidence and success. 
Confidence to take out a first mort¬ 
gage, confidence to move house, con¬ 
fidence to build that extension, 
confidence to expand a business or just 
the ability to take a much needed hol¬ 
iday. This confidence will help the 
local economy and everyone benefits. 

“Unemployment continues to be at 
around half the national average and 
this news will undoubtedly help secure 
existing jobs and create new jobs and 
opportunities in the future.” 

A £1 billion pound deal to build new 
helicopters for the Norwegian Govern¬ 
ment at Agusta Westland in Yeovil, 
which will safeguard 3,000 jobs, was 
also announced in late December.

A303 road improvements 
takes major step forward 


IMPROVEMENTS to the 

A303/A358/A30 corridor took another 
major step forward at a meeting with the 
Department for Transport last month. 

At a very positive meeting with Somer¬ 
set, Devon, Wiltshire and Dorset Councils, 
Highways Agency, Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership, business groups and other interest 
parties, the Department for Transport 
shared details of their study of the route and 
confirmed that they will be presenting a 
strong business case and recommendations 
to Ministers by the end of this year. 

The meeting also sought to establish 
whether there are individual sections of the 
route which could be constructed early-on 


in the Government’s new roads programme 
which will start in 2015. 

Councillor David Hall, deputy leader of 
Somerset County Council, said: “Improv¬ 
ing the A303 corridor will bring consider¬ 
able economic benefits to the South West. 
We and our partners have long campaigned 
for these improvements and following the 
work we presented to Ministers last year I 
am really pleased that the Department for 
Transport is now taking forward our case.” 

The Government announced in July last 
year that it would tackle some of the most 
notorious and long-standing road hot spots 
in the country including the 
A303/A358/A30 corridor. 


Children's centres will not close 


AFTER confusion and dismay from some 
quarters over the future of children’s cen¬ 
tres, Somerset County Council has an¬ 
nounced that none will close, under the 
proposals being prepared for consultation. 

Following recent comments made in Par¬ 
liament, the council is reiterating its posi¬ 
tion on the future of children’s centre 
services in the county, which includes 
extra staff and services targeted at those 
who need them most. 

The council states that are no proposals 
to close any of the children’s centres in 
Somerset. Every community that currently 
has children’s centre activities will con¬ 
tinue to have them. They will be provided 
through the current children’s centre build¬ 
ings and other suitable local venues. 

Children’s centre services are currently 
provided in around 180 locations, of which 
41 are formally designated children’s cen¬ 
tres. Original proposals included the de¬ 
designation of 18 Children’s Centres 


which SCC said had, in some cases, been 
mistakenly interpreted as closure. 

The council is reviewing and restructur¬ 
ing services so they are used by more par¬ 
ents and families, and to ensure support is 
focused where it is most needed. 

A decision has already been made to re¬ 
duce management, administration and 
building costs, which currently account for 
more than half of the entire Children’s 
Centre budget. This restructure includes 
investment in an estimated 30 extra front¬ 
line staff. 

No decisions have been made about 
these individual centres and, as promised 
by the Cabinet Member in November, 
none will be made until individual consul¬ 
tations have taken place. 

The consultations will not be about end¬ 
ing Children’s Centre Services or closing 
buildings, they will be about the best ways 
of providing the services in these commu¬ 
nities.

New'Green' Fuel could cost motorists 


£Billions, says What Car? 


THE INTRODUCTION of a'greener'petrol to meet EU 
regulations could cost UK drivers billions of pounds 
a year and increase harmful C02 tailpipe emissions. 

The move to introduce El 0 fuel, which is expected 
to happen this year, has been branded as "irrespon¬ 
sible" by consumer car-buying champion, What Car? 
after it undertook the first ever real-world tests on 
the new blend of petrol. Until now, the fuel had only 
been tested in laboratory conditions and the poten¬ 
tial impact on fuel economy had not been commu¬ 
nicated to motorists. 

The El 0 fuel contains 10% bio-ethanol and is being 
rolled out across the UK as part of the Government's 
commitment to reducing greenhouse gas emissions 
and conforming to the EU's Renewable Energy Di¬ 
rective. This requires 10% of road transport energy 
to be from renewable sources by 2020. 

However, What Car?'sTrue MPG testers discovered 
that E10 is less efficient than the current E5 (up to 
5% bio-ethanol) blend of fuel across every engine 
type tested. This means cars have to use more of the 
new fuel, costing drivers much more each year. 

The full report and figures are published in What 
Car? magazine, on sale today. Editor-in-chief Chas 
Hallett is calling for the Government to carry out 
comprehensive, UK-focused testing in order to bet¬ 
ter understand the financial impact of the new 
petrol. 

"The US Environmental Protection Agency esti¬ 
mates that the detrimental effect of E10 on fuel 
economy is between three and four percent, but 
even our small sample of tests proves otherwise," he 
said. 


"To lead consumers into E10 without fully commu¬ 
nicating the significant impact on fuel economy, 
particularly for drivers least able to absorb the extra 
costs, is irresponsible" 

What Car? tested El 0 against E0 'pure' petrol so we 
could directly compare our results with the US EPA's. 
The cars used were a three-cylinder turbo (Dacia 
Sandero), a naturally aspirated car (Hyundai i30), a 
hybrid (Toyota Prius+) and a four-cylinder turbo 
(Mini Paceman). 

The Sandero struggled the most, returning an 
11.5% drop in economy. The 99bhp i30 was almost 
as bad, managing 9.8% less miles on E10. 

It's not just economy that is harmed by the use of 
E10 - C02 tailpipe emissions also increased in every 
vehicle tested by What Car?, although the Low Car¬ 
bon Vehicle Partnership asserts that these increases 
would be partially offset by the renewable proper¬ 
ties of bio-ethanol and the fact that the crops used 
to produce it absorb C02 while growing. 

Overall, the What Car? tests suggest that more 
powerful cars cope better with a higher ethanol con¬ 
tent, leaving smaller cars - often bought by drivers 
on a tighter budget - worst affected. 

Furthermore, not every car on the roads will even 
be able to use El 0 - the Society of Motor Manufac¬ 
turers and Traders (SMMT) says that 92% of UK cars 
are compatible, but that leaves approximately 1.5 
million petrol vehicles potentially at risk. These are 
more likely to be older vehicles, again of the sort 
owned by those on tighter budgets.
